GREYHOUND buses rolled again at the Lompoc terminal on North I Street today as 
striking employes returned to the job pending ratification of a new pact between the 
transportation company and the union. Suspension of the bus company service in 
Lompoc during the brief strike forced riders and shippers to find alternate service. 


Greyhound buses roll 
Brezhnev, 
as strike settled 
Ford reach 


PHOENIX (U PI) - Greyhound buses 
—mostly empty — were rolling again 
today following settlement of a six-day 
strike against the nation's biggest 
intercity bus carrier. The strikers won 
pay raises of about 16 per cent over 
three years. 
Negotiators prodded by a federal 
mediator reached agreement at midday 
Sunday. It will take until Dec. 18 for the 
16,000 strikers —represented by 30 
unions —to finish voting on ratification, 
but union leaders predicted a yes vote 


Passengers 
trickled 
back to the 
Greyhound terminals, either unaware 
that the strike had ended or reluctant to 
change alternate plans made earlier. 
The 
strike 
threw 
a 
burden 
of 
thousands of unexpected passengers 
onto Amtrak, the rail passenger agency, 
and Continental Trailways, the only 
other major nationwide bus line. 


"Business is very slow, less than half 
of what it would ordinarily be,” said 
Marcantonio 
Perales, 
Greyhound’s 
assistant Los Angeles depot manager.

Also, there is no single base pay rate 
for Greyhound drivers, who are paid 
according to a complicated formula 
involving minimum daily runs, mileage, 
and the type of route driven, with 
different rates for local, suburban and 
inter-city service. 


The source said drivers will receive an 
immediate 11 cent per hour raise plus an 
increase of just over half a cent on 
mileage rates, with a raise of 10 cents 
and four-tenths of a cent on mileage the 
second year and 10 cents and three- 
tenths of a cent the third year.

Kettering Memorial Cancer Center said 
She entered surgery at 8:32 a.m. 
The spokesman said Mrs. Rockefeller, 
who learned only last week that she 
would again have to undergo surgery, 
was taken immediately to the recovery 
room where she stayed for about an hour 
before being moved to her private room. 
The team of surgeons was led by Dr 
Jerome A. Urban, who performed a 
radical 
mastectomy 
on 
Mrs. 
Rockefeller's left breast on Oct. 17 
The spokesman said today’s operation 
was 
expected 
to 
be 
a 
“ simple 
mastectomy.” since Mrs. Rockefeller’s 
chest muscles and adjacent glands were 
not expected to be removed 
The spokesman added, however, “ the 
doctors will have to see whether more 
extensive removal is necessary once 
surgery is in progress.” 
Rockefeller held a news conference at 
the hospital Sunday to disclose that 
doctors had discovered the pinhead 
cancer at the time of Mrs. Rockefeller’s 
first operation.

WASHINGTON (U P Ii - President 
Ford and Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev 
have agreed to limit the nuclear arms 
race for the next decade. 
Returning Sunday night from the 
Vladivostok summit talks, where the 
agreement was reached, Ford stressed 
that “ many details remain to be worked 
out by our negotiators.” 
“ But ceilings on the strategic forces 
of both nations have been accepted,” he 
said “ A good agreement that will serve 
the interests of the United States and the 
Soviet Union is within our grasp ” 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
said the agreement in principle was the 
breakthrough in nuclear arms talks 
“ that we have sought in recent years.” 
“ We have achieved a cap on the arms 
race if we can solve the technical 
problems 
of 
implementing 
the 
agreement 
that 
was 
made here,” 
Kissinger told reporters in Vladivostok. 
“ But I believe that with good will that 
should be possible. ” 
Administration sources said it allows 
the Soviet Union to keep its advantage in 
numbers of intercontinental nuclear 
missiles but lets the United States keep 
its advantage in the number of missiles 
equipped with multiple warheads. 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen was 
exultant. 
“ It is one of the most 
significant agreements since World War 
II,” Nessen declared, saying “ Richard 
Nixon could not achieve this in five 
years, President Ford achieved it in 
three months.” 
On Tuesday Ford will begin explaining 
still secret details of the agreement to 
congressional leaders of both parties, 
and he will brief more members of 
Congress during the week 
He 
could 
meet 
opposition 
from 
legislators such as Sen 
Henry M. 
Jackson, D-Wash., who have resisted 
previous U.S.-Soviet nuclear accords as 
giving too much away to the Russians. 
A spokesman for Jackson said his 
arms control subcommittee would hold 
hearings on the agreement “ as soon as 
possible.” 
Administration officials said Ford 
expects to receive within a week a 
written 
statement 
from 
Brezhnev 
confirming points on which the two 
leaders agreed verbally.

WASHINGTON (U PII - President 
Ford today nominated Frank G. Zarb, a 
key budget and energy adviser, to head 
the Federal Energy Administration. 
The nomination of Zarb had been 
anticipated since the White House 
announcement almost two weeks ago

nomination of Andrew Gibson to run the 
FEA following a controversy over 
potential conflict of interest 
Presidential 
press secretary 
Ron 
Nessen, in announcing the choice of 
Zarb, 
told 
reporters 
that 
Ford 
considered him “ uniquely qualified” to 
head the 
FEA and said all FBI 
background checks on Zarb “ have been 
made and he passed.”

Mission Hills has pulled out of the 
valley s $16 8 million regional sewage 
project, 
leaving 
Lompoc 
and 
Vandenberg Village to go at it alone and 
leaving itself open to a clamp down of 
strict anti-pollution controls. 
These tidings will come to the Lompoc 
City Council tomorrow night along with 
news that the recycling aspect of the 
project has been dropped, that City 
sewer rates will have to double again 
and that a protest might follow the city's 
award of a sewage system construction 
contract. 
The meeting will start at 7 :30 p m at 
City Hall Auditorium, in the rear at 119 
West Walnut Avenue. 
The decision 
by 
Lompoc Utility 
Services Co. to drop out of the regional 
enterprise was forced by a tight, high- 
interest loan market, said company 
President Diana Williams The company 
needed about $300,000 to join the 
venture. 
Bill Leonard, senior engineer for the 
central coast unit of the State Water 
Quality Control Board, said that tight 
new anti-pollution strictures were never 
clamped down on Mission Hills because 
the board believed the area would be 
served by the regional system. 
“ Since they have pulled out of the 
regional system, we’re going to have to 
go back and re-evaluate the waste 
discharge requirements we have on the 
system and it may be that they will have 
to be stiffened,” Leonard said 
“ I ’m not even going to speculate on 
what impact the decision is likely to 
have on the financial situation of that 
company,” the engineer added. 
“ If we could secure financing for 
inclusion in the system, we would,” Ms. 
Williams said. She left the possibility 
open that the company would rejoin the 
system at a later time. 
Leonard 
cited a Lompoc Utility 
Services sewage discharge pond near 
the 
intersection 
of 
Rucker 
and 
McLaughlin Roads as a likely area 
where the private firm may be required 
to make some changes. 
The pond is very close to a source of 
drinking 
water 
for 
Lompoc 
City 
residents, Leonard said, and state board 
requirements for Lompoc are very 
strict about placing discharge ponds 
near such water sources. 
“ The limits we establish for Mission 
Hills, would have to be the same as 
those we establish for Lompoc,” the 
environmental engineer said 
“ The city is naturally concerned that 
it (the pond) doesn’t become a source of 
pollution of our water system,” Gene 
Wahlers, Lompoc city administrative 
officer, said this morning 
Wahlers 
added that this area was washed out in 
the 1969 floods, pouring sewage directly 
into the Santa Ynez River. 
Leonard said that the state board will 
get around to passing on tight new 
requirements 
for Mission 
Hills 
in 
March, after a period of public hearings 
and input. He added that a board staff 
engineer has begun to review discharge 
requirements for the unincorporated 
area already. 
Mission Hills home sewer rates are 
$5.25 per month, up from $4 per month 
last summer. Ms. Williams said she sees 
no new hikes in the near future 
For Lompoc city residents, the story 
is different. Wahlers will ask the council 
tomorrow for another doubling of city 
home sewer rates from $4 to $8 monthly 
for homes and to $6 per unit monthly for 
multiple family dwellings and mobile 
home space. The cash will go toward 
Lompoc’s inflated share of the regional 
project. 
City sewage rates were doubled last 
summer to help pay for the sewage 
system. 
But 
that 
was 
before 
contractors, in their bids, told the city 
that what was estimated as a $12 million 
project was really almost a $17 million 
piece of work. 
Now, there’s a federal government 
requirement that the cost of the plant be 
recovered through rates in 30 years. 
This, Wahlers says, means that local 
home sewer rates will have to shoot up 
yet again in April, 1976 — to a rate of $10

Being dropped from the project along 
with Mission Hills will be the reclaimed 
water system,’ intended to pipe treated 
water from the Central Ave sewage 
plant back up the Santa Ynez river bed, 
allowing it to percolate back into the 
water table in four percolation ponds. 
It's being dropped. Wahlers said, not 
only because of its pure cost burden — it 
would have required several full-time 
staff people to monitor its operation — 
but also because it had become a 
“ marginal operation.” he said

Dumping the reclaimed water system 
along with the Mission Hills' retreat 
have chopped $2 million from the 
project cost, Wahlers said, but this will 
not be reflected in city sewer rates.

Watergate cover-up trial and U.S. 
District Judge John J Sirica indicated 
he might dismiss part of the indictment 
against defendants John N. Mitchell and 
John D. Ehrlichman 
Culminating a 30-month investigation 
and eight weeks of trial evidence 
presented against Mitchell, Ehrlichman 
and three other former aides to Richard 
M Nixon, chief trial prosecutor James 
F. Neal informed Sirica at 12:05 p.m. 
that the government had concluded its 
case. 
With the jury out of the courtroom, 
Sirica then hinted strongly that he may 
dismiss counts charging Mitchell and 
Ehrlichman with lying to the FBI in the 
early days of the agency’s Watergate 
investigation 
The two were charged specifically 
with telling the FBI that they knew no­ 
thing 
more 
about 
the 
Watergate 
burglary 
than 
they 
read 
in 
the 
newspaper 
Sirica said that if he were on the jury 
he would not vote to convict either 


bidder at the Oct. 1 bid opening, but

TUNIS (UPI) - A Palestine 
an suicide squad in search of 
sanctuary decided at the last 
moment against martyrdom 
today and released three hijack 
hostages in exchange for the 
reluctant welcome of Tunisia 
The 
guerrillas, trying 
to 
avoid being turned over to 
angry comrades in the Pales 
tine Liberation Organization, 
laid down their pistols, subma­ 
chine guns and grenades this 
morning to end a four-day air 
and ground drama. 
The commandos then stepped 
out of an emergency exit of a 
hijacked British Airways jet 
and marched down an escape 
ladder with with their last 
remaining 
hostages 
— three 
British crewmen. 
Airport 
sources said 
the 
Palestinians 
argued 
among 
themselves at the last minute 
whether they should become 
martyrs for the Palestinian 


cause by blowing up the VC10 
jet and committing suicide 
Tunisian negotiators finally 
convinced them not to take any 
more lives They had killed a 
passenger, 
43-year-old 
West 
German banker Werner Kehl, 
father of three children, on 
Friday. 
The sources said the negotia­ 
tors talked the guerrillas into 
accepting Tunisia's offer of a 
temporary haven to negotiate a 
permanent 
sanctuary 
with 
another Arab government. 
British airline officials said 
they had informed Tunisian 
authorities the safety of the 
crew came first but they didn’t 
care if the Tunisians attacked 
the plane and blew it up after 
the crew had been freed 
The crew and guerrillas left 
the plane in alternating waves 
apparently to make sure the 
Tunisians would not open fire. 
First came a pilot, then two 


Palestinians stepping gingerly 
down a police ladder, then the 
second pilot, four more com­ 
mandos, the plane's navigator 
and the last five guerrillas. 
Before ending the four-day 
drama, the hijackers won a 
promise from Tunisia that they 
would not be turned over to the 
PLO, which vowed to punish 
them. 
As the guerrillas were piling 
into waiting automobiles with 
their baggage for transporta­ 
tion to an undisclosed location, 
airport sources speculated they 
would be later flown to Algeria. 
Both Iraq and Libya refused 
them admission. 
Tunisian 
Interior Minister 
Tahar Belkhoja sped to the 
airport at dawn to inform the 
hijackers that their demands 
had been met. Tunisian sources 
said the gunmen would be

WASHINGTON (UPI) - En 
vironmentalists and industry 
spokesman 
are 
fighting 
a 
major battle to determine if 
clean air and water will be 
considered luxuries 
Both sides admit that clean 
air and water quality standards 
are costly, difficult to institute 
and enforce. But the environ­ 
mentalists say the results are 
worth it. 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency Administrator Russell 
Train estimates the yearly cost 
of combatting various forms of 
pollution at 15 billion 
Train estimated that unabat­ 
ed pollution would cost an 
additional 811 billion annually, 
the cost showing up in higher 
doctor bills, 
crop damage, 
cleaning bills, and a higher 
death rate 
Using Train’s logic, environ­ 
mental 
safeguards 
actually 
save society 86 billion a year. 
“ There is obviously a net 
profit to our society in cleaning 
up,’’ Train said. “ There’s an 
intangible savings. What’s it 
worth to swim in a stream that 
was once polluted9” 


Industry leaders say strict 
environmental standards drain 
capital away from investment 
in increased production and 
occasionally force older plants 
to be shut down if they are 
unable to meet pollution stan­ 
dards. 
Train said there is nothing 
inherently inflationary about 
spending to control pollution. 
“ The issue is what do we want 
to spend our resources on.”

They also contend 25,000 
people would have died as a

PEKING (UPI) - Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger 
took his wife Nancy and his 
children to see China's ailing 
Premier Chou En-lai today 
At a formal dinner tonight in 
the Peking People's Palace, 
Kissinger and China’s new 
Foreign Minister Chiao Kuan- 
hua 
exchanged 
toasts 
and 
hailed 
the 
beginning 
three 
years ago under the Nixon 
administration 
of 
friendlier 
relations between China and 
America 
Kissinger called it “ one of 
the most significant initiatives 
in American foreign policy” 
and said it “ has not been a 
matter of expediency, but of 
fixed principle of American 
foreign policy.” 
Referring to President Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon's resignation. 
Kissinger told the Chinese, 
“ Since I was here there have 
been some changes in the 
United States ...It was no 
accident the new President saw 
your ambassador on his first 
afternoon in off ice...President 
Ford has sent me here to 
continue fruitful exchanges of 
views...” 
Chiao, a six-footer with bushy 
gray hair, and an old diplomat­ 
ic friend of Kissinger's, hailed 
the Sino-American friendlier 
relations and said. “ We ought 
to mention the pioneering role 
which 
Mr. 
Richard 
Nixon 


played in this regard 
"And we also note with 
appreciation President Ford's 
statement that he would contin­ 
ue to implement” the friendlier 
policy. 
Kissinger flew here from 
Vladivostok where he sat in on 
the 
summit 
conference 
between 
Ford 
and 
Soviet 
Communist Party Secretary 
General Leonid I. Brezhnev In 
Vladivostok 
there 
was 
no 
public mention of Nixon. 
Kissinger 
spent about 30 
minutes with Chou at a hospital 
in the first event of his five-day 
Chinese visit and said he found 
him looking “ yery well.” 
The 
presence 
of 
Nancy 
Kissinger and Kissinger’s son 
and daughter underscored the 
personal aspects of the hospital 
call Kissinger made less than 
an hour after his arrival 
Diplomats said Chiao’s men­ 


tion of the former President 
stems 
from 
their 
sincere 
appreciation of his changing 
American China policy 
Chiao said the current world 
situation “ is characterized by 
great disorder under heaven 
The entire world is amidst 
intense turbulence and unrest 
such turmoil is a good thing It 
is not a bad thing." 
He said mankind progresses 
through turmoil 
Kissinger, in an adroit off the- 
cuff toast, picked up the theme 
He too said the world was 
changing 
“ We 
believe this change 
must lead to a better order, for 
all the people of the world," he 
said 
Kissinger said his series of 
talks here with Chinese leaders 
— this is his seventh visit since 
July 1971— are of great con­ 
sequence. 


“ 1 am here to continue this 
process, and I am confident we 
will succeed,” he said 
Kissinger 
will 
brief 
the 
Chinese on the Vladivostok 
negotiations but a high US 
official stressed he will in no 
way try to cause division 
between Peking and Moscow, 
We cannot stoke the Sino- 
Soviet 
situation,” 
he 
said, 
because such action would lose 
the confidence of the Chinese, 
The only way to deal with 
the Chinese is to give them our 
honest assessment, our honest 
opinion,” the U.S. official said

Bonnie Scotland beckons 
again to the Sinclairs

Part one of two parts 
It was six in the morning Ian and 
Genevieve Sinclair were launched on 
their long-awaited trip to Scotland, his 
native land It was her first visit, his 
second since coming to America as a 
young man. 
Gatwick Airport in London was quite 
deserted and they had to wait for 
breakfast By 9; 30 a m , they had landed 
at Glasgow Airport following a second 
breakfast 
of 
mushrooms, 
broiled 
tomatoes, sausage and ham served 
aboard their Caledonian jetliner 
Met by Ian’s brother Andrew and his 
nephew Bobbie Paterson, the next stage 
of their journey was by car to the ferry 
at Wemyss Bay 
Crossing the Clyde 
River, they docked at Rothesay on the 
Isle of Bute 
Ian’s hometown. Rothesay is a resort 
of 10,000 residents The two storied grey 
stone house which is the Sinclair home, 
has been occupied by family for 80 
years The beautiful back garden seen 
from the dining room window, was 
bordered by roses against the “stane 
dykes,” 
(stone 
wall) 
which are a 
standard feature of back gardens and 
open 
countryside 
alike. 
The 
house 
overlooks a portion of Rothesay Bay 
from the garden, and the golf course 
along the hills, from the front entrance 
At the base of the immediate hill is a 
park where the Rothesay 
Highland 
games are held Every town of any size 
has such games annually. There are 
dancing competitions, foot races, pole 
vaulting, tossing the caber (a young tree 
trunk) and similar activities. 
Ian’s sister Margaret served mince at 
the noon luncheon (usually the main 
meal of the day. > This was ground meat, 
a little onion and butter, all baked 
together in the oven Scottish scones are 
like American biscuits; their "bisquits” 
like 
crackers 
and 
cookies. 
Cold 
pancakes for tea provided delicious with 
lots of butter, cream, jellies and jams to 
tempt the appetite. 
The U.S. travelers also enjoyed the 
hospitality of Ian’s nephew Bobby and 
his wife Mattie, and his niece Mary 
Kemp and her husband Bobbie. As they 
visited 
both 
homes 
and 
hotels 
in 
Rothesay and elsewhere, they noted the 
decor. Generally rugs were bright with 
color and bold patterns; wallpaper was 
usually also colorful. Interesting glass 
curtains cover shining windows. This 
atmosphere of brightness and cheer 
inside helps to dispel the greyness of 
many days. 
One of their first trips was by car — 
Andy’s English Ford. They followed 
narrow one-way roads that turned and • 
twisted along the irregular coastline of 
Bute and Argylshire across the river on 
the mainland. Their destination was 
Tignebruich, which is Gaelic for “house 
on the hill.” The highway lies through 
wooded country along the banks of the 
Clyde River, an estuary filled with 
water from the Atlantic Ocean On their 
return trip they passed along several 
lake shores including Loch Fyne, Loch 
Striven, Loch Eck and the Holy Loch 
where the American atomic submarine, 
the Polaris is located. Submarines may 
be seen occasionally in the Clyde River 
where the 
British 
Navy trains 
its 
submarine officers. 
A day long Clyde River cruise on the 


Queen 
Mary 
II 
took them at the 
northern-most point through fjord-like 
Loch Long Reversing the course, they 
cruised through the famous scenic Kyles 
of Bute, a series of straights. 
When they drove to Inverery 
in 
neighboring Argyle, they visited the 
castle residence of the Duke of Argyle. 
Tapestries, 
brocade 
upholstery 
and 
draperies, and 16th Century French 
furniture fill the rooms. The sword 
displays are works of art 
In a week at Edinburgh and vicinity, 
they stayed at the Bruntsfield, a hotel 
recently redecorated but not updated as 
to American standards. Away from 
Princess Street it overlooks a park but 
no radio, television or newspaper is 
readily available There is one public 
television room Double decker buses 
roll by often It was a lovely, quiet place 
to stay. 
Shopping 
at 
Jenner's 
Department 
Store and the Scotch House was crowded 
and expensive, but across the street the 
Sir Walter Scott Monument towers 
through beautiful trees and the Princess 
Street Gardens invite one to walk down 
the steps past the famous flower clock, 
and stroll along the long mall. In 
summer 
there 
are 
varied 
musical 
programs including bagpipe bands. 
On the hill to the north, is the 
medieval castle of Edinburgh Holy rood 
Palace, 
the 
Queen’s 
residence, 
is 
connected to this castle by High Street, 
also known as the Royal Mile. The 
famous street is lined by small shops, 
pubs, and an occasional restaurant One 
may visit John Knox’s House, and St. 
Giles’ Cathedral, the High Kirk of 
Edinburgh which was founded in 1120 on 
this site. 
As a little “ Woman’s Lib” footnote, 
Genevieve mentions the plaque in the 
Cathedral floor which commemorates 
Jenny Geddes' act of protests several 
hundred years ago, after the union of the 
crowns. 
A minister of the Church of England 
was sent as an emissary to persuade the 
people to support the official church. 
Jenny and all the others were seated on 
three legged stools. She listened to the 
diatribe as long as she could, then 
impulsively stood up and hurled her 
stool at the minister. 
The palace stands in the 640 acre 
Holy rood Park. Around the base of the 
hills is a roadway from which all views 
of the city may be enjoyed. At the center 
is Arthur’s Seat, the highest of seven 
hills on or about which Edinburgh is 
built. 
During the Sinclairs’ stay the Queen 
was in residence at Holy rood. She and 
Prince Phillip took part in a knighting 
ceremony in the Cathedral to fill two 
vacancies in the Knights of the Thistle 
Order. The setting is such that one may 
easily visualize the Stuarts taking part 
in 
similar ceremonies in their day. 
Mary, the tragic Queen of the Scots, and 
her son who became James VI, lived in 
rooms that are now occupied by the 
Queen and Phillip. 
Editor’s Note; Continue tomorrow 
with the Sinclairs on their month-long 
vacation in Scotland. Rather than omit 
the balance of their itinerary, and their 
pertinent observations, 
for

DEAR READERS: If you want to 
treat your family to a marvelous dessert 
for Thanksgiving, this column is for you. 
Otherwise, skip DEAR ABBY today. 
Nearly 15 years ago, I was honored at 
a dinner party at the Phoenix Hotel in 
Lexington, Kentucky. Pecan pie was 
served for dessert. But what pecan pie! 
Never had I tasted anything so delicious. 
After dinner I went to the kitchen to 
congratulate the pastry chef. He was so 
pleased, he gave me the recipe. 
I tried it at home. Mine was every bit 
as good as his. And it was so easy to 
make that I wrote and asked permission 
to share the recipe with my readers. He 
cooperated, and I published it. 
Notes came by the thousands saying, 
“That was the best pecan pie my family 
has ever tasted.” So here is the recipe: 


KENTUCKY PECAN PIE 
1 cup white com syrup 
1 cup dark brown sugar 
one third teaspoon salt 
one third cup melted butter (or 
margarine) 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
3 whole eggs (slightly beaten) 
1 heaping cup shelled whole pecans 
Combine syrup, sugar, salt, butter, 
vanilla and mix well. Add slightly 
beaten 
eggs. 
Pour 
into 
a 
9 
inch 
UNBAKED pie shell. Sprinkle pecans 
over all. Bake in pre-heated 350 degree 
oven for approximately 45 minutes. 
When cool, you may top with whipped 
cream or ice cream., but nothing tops 
this! 
You don’t care for pecan pie? Too 
rich? Well, here’s an alternative for you. 
If you like cheescake, you’ll love this. 
It’s super. But it requires a spring form 
pan. 


ABBY S CHEESECAKE 
Crust: one third cup powdered sugar 
1 Mi cups graham cracker crumbs 


Vi» pound butter or margarine 
Melt butter 
and add to graham 
cracker crumbs and sugar. Line the 
bottom of a spring form pan, packing 
firmly. 
Mix well : 1 cup granulated sugar 
3 eight-ounce packages Philadelphia 
Cream cheese 
1 generous teaspoon vanilla flavoring 
4 eggs 
Pour above ingredients into spring 
form pan (the crust is as yet unbaked) 
and bake in preheated oven at 350 
degrees for approximately 50 minutes. 
Do 
not 
turn 
off 
oven. 
Remove 
cheesecake and top with one pint 
commercial sour cream and return to 
oven for another five minutes. Let cake 
cool. Top with one can (21 oz.) prepared 
pie filling or topping. (Take your choice 
of blueberry, cherry or strawberry.)

Doctors prepare for Nixon exam 


LONG BEACH, Calif (UPI) 
— The head of the three-doctor 
nel sent to check Richard 
ixon’s health for a report to 
the Watergate cover-up trial 
says there will be no examina­ 
tion tonight if the former 
president is too sick. 
If the check-up is begun and 
it appears to be aggravating 
Nixon's illness they will cut it 
short, Dr. Charles A. Hufnagel 
said Sunday. 
However, he said, the panel 
probably will have to see Nixon 
sometime to carry out their 
mission 
Hufnagel 
and 
two 
other 
physicians arrived Sunday on 
orders from U.S. District Court 
Judge 
John 
J. 
Sirica 
in 
Washington 
to 
determine 
whether Nixon is really too sick 
—as his doctors say —to give 
testimony in any form for use 
at the trial. 
“We would like to spare Mr. 
Nixon all the stress that is 
possible,” 
Hufnagel 
told 
reporters on arrival. 
The doctors planned to start 
by reviewing Nixon’s medical 
records 
at 
Long 
Beach 
Memorial Hospital with Dr. 
Eldon 
B. 
Hickman, 
who 
operated on Nixon almost four 
weeks ago. 
They planned to analyze the 
conclusion by Nixon’s personal 
physician, Dr. John Lungren, 
that Nixon is endangered by 


even small amounts of stress. 
Lungren said even friendly 
conversation causes Nixon's 
blood pressure to shoot up, and 
in combination with his other 
ailments and medication —his 
blood is chemically thinned to 
prevent clotting —Nixon could 
be endangered by any stressful 
confrontation, not only giving 
testimony, even in writing, but 
by the medical exam itself. 
“If after examining the data, 
we would feel that (Lungren’s 
conclusion) 
were 
true, 
we 
would 
so 
state 
and 
not 
proceed,” Hufnagel said. 
If the decision is made that 
Nixon can stand the examina­ 
tion, it would be “reasonable to 
assume” that the three doctors 
would carry it out at Nixon’s 
San Clemente estate, Hufnagel 
said. 
“If in the course of the 
examination it is found that it 
has 
become 
injurious 
the 
examination would stop at that 
point,” Hufnagel said. 
He also said “I do not believe 
it is possible to render this 
opinion 
without a personal 
examination.” 
Hufnagel, 58, is chief of 
surgery at Georgetown Univer­ 
sity Hospital in Washington,

While waiting at the airport 
for Ford to arrive, Soviet 
Leader Leonid I. Brezhnev told 
American reporters they could 
visit the city for the asking. 
Several reporters did ask. 
Vladivostok, 
through the 
frost-covered windows of the 
Soviet bus which picked us up, 
resembles 
Soviet 
cities 
in 
Europe. 
The 
new 
buildings are 
prefabricated, 
cement and 
glass, in need of paint and 
almost bare of landscaping. 
Color them dull. 
As in most Soviet cities, 
there 
are 
relatively 
few 
personal automobiles but lines 
of people at bus stops. 
A guide provided by the 
Soviet government pointed out 
a medical school, a biology 
institute, a new Party head­ 
quarters, a drab, yellow apart­ 
ment house described as “cozy 
on the inside” and several 
squares and streets named 


after Marx and Lenin. 
What the guide did not point 
out were: 
—The lack of Asiatic faces on 
the sidewalks of this city 80 
miles from the Chinese border. 
—Three Soviet naval war­ 
ships lying at anchor in the 
harbor This is the home port of 
Russia's Pacific fleet. 
—Two dozen men and boys 
fishing with drop lines or poles 
at the pier in the harbor,

in 
the 
winter 
by 
icebreakers. 
The Soviets took the Ameri­ 
cans 
aboard 
the 
12,000-ton 
cruise ship “Primarje” for a 
harbor cruise. 
A 
young 
lady 
announced 
several times on the ship’s 
loudspeaker that it was against 
the law to take pictures of the 
harbor from the ship But most 
of the Americans with cameras 
snapped away and nobody did 
anything about it. 
Brezhnev gave Ford his own 
tour of the city. Tass, the 
Soviet

agency, 
said 
thousands waved flags and 
cheered 
as 
the 
limousine 
passed 
There was no official word 
whether Vladivostok will re­ 
main open for American visits. 
But the Soviet guide, pointing 
out a chess institute, suggested 
we might return and practice 
our chess some other day.

Amstar said in advertise­ 
ments in Sunday newspapers 
that raw cane sugar prices 
have been “skyrocketing” and 
that its own profit margin on 
Domino processed sugar is 
“still only about 3 cents on each 
dollar of sales.”

The authorities 
You get your first glimpse of them, 
author John Sack tells us, when you’re 
yanked screaming from the womb They 
come 
on 
with 
bright 
lights 
and 
cacophony, stick you with gleamingly 
efficient instruments and start right 
then to organize you right out of your 
natural soul 
But that’s only the 
p r o lo g u e , 
S ack 
asserts, to a life inside 
the megamachine — 
of feeling that you 
have to be plugged in 
to 
the 
Edison-style 
oracle of American 
efficiency to do things 
like 
eat, 
love 
and 
know what’s good for 
you, things man has 
already been efficient 
at for a couple of 
million years. 
A contributing editor for Esquire 
Magazine. Sack went into his man 
eating machine concept last Thursday 
night as the first speaker in Allan 
Hancock College’s Lompoc Eminent 
Speaker Series. 
The rest of the series lineup should 
also draw 
attention 
On 
Jan. 
16. 
Psychologist Dr 
Milton 
Hahn will 
explore body language The following 
two 
speakers 
are 
“ authorities” 
themselves: Richard Leakey, son of the 
renown anthropologist, will bring an 
update on the dawn of man on March 11 
and on March 20, Dr Julio Bortolazzo 
will look forward to technolocracy in the 
next century and wonder aloud about 
“The year 2,000 — will we make it?” 
The three coming events will all be 
here at the Civic Auditorium and will 
all be open to the public, free 
After hearing Sack, you swear you’ll 
walk right up to the next authority 
society throws at you and punch him in 
the nose. I’ve got a feeling, though, that 
the next authority and all the rest of 
them will turn out to be just folks like 
ourselves — your boss, a cop, the man 
behind the post office counter — people 
poured into society’s straitjackets like 
everybody else 
Authority 
is only bad when 
it’s 
excessive, Sack’s theory goes, and it’s 
excessive right now 
Why’' Because 
America’s authority of efficiency has 
come to meddle with things we can do 
best for ourselves, he says, and pumps 
us full of things we can find better 
within ourselves. 
It 
goes 
back 
to 
Henry 
Ford’s 
handcuffing the workers to the assembly 
line because not a single Model T would 
roll off the ramps if each man followed 
his own drummer. 
Now the assembly line is inside us and 
if you feel like making love, you consult 
the authorities' latest book on how to do 
it. Can I go potty? Ask the foreman. Is it 
time to buy a car? Ask General Motors. 
Sack views the conquest of the Moon 
as an achievement of a comparable 
absolute value as, say, the invention of 
aluminum foil. 
He would have gotten along famously 
with 
Jonathan 
Swift 
(G ulliver's 
Travels), who portrayed scientists as 
melon-headed runts who had to have 
their food sliced into geometric solids or 
they’d starve. 
In Sack’s book (his new book is titled 
“ The Man-Eating Machine” efficiency 
is best judged by what it's done to bread 
Before the technical revolution, he 
underscores, the lowest serf gummed a 
tastier 
crust 
than 
Howard 
Huges 
probably does today. 
It seems that the wheat germ binds up 
the bread making machines, so the mass 
producers threw it out. What we get now 
are chalky white loaves that even the 
unscientific bacteria mold won't come 
near because there’s no nutrition there. 
Just as Europeans groveled before 14- 
year-old kings, Sack said, Americans 
have 
come 
to 
cast 
aside 
their 
unpublished human virtues before the 
throne of scientific order. As adults, 
we re haltered by gleaming social 
instruments. 
The 
writer 
chortles, 
though, to think that he multiplied 
himself from a single cell into a fully 
outfitted human infant without having to 
refer to a single tech manual 
Sack has studied and wrote a book 
about Lieutenant Calley. And he points 
at 
Calley 
as 
a 
chillingly 
faithful 
specimen — not a weirdo who gave the 
Indochina War a bad name, but just a 
regular guy chained with the rest of us 
to efficiency’s mental assembly line. 
What was so terrifying about the 
author of My Lai, he said, wasn’t that he 
was abnormal but that he was so 
normally automated that he didn’t flinch 
a wink when the next mechanical chore 
was murder. 
Long discouraged from listening, he 
didn’t hear the voices inside him telling 
him different. 
Calley was the screaming babe 20-odd 
years later — grown up into one of the 
authorities himself.

WASHINGTON - President Ford s

Grand Rapids, Mich., while vigorously 
opposing boondoggles in Oklahoma ”

a one-year deferral of public works 
projects saving $82 million in the 
current fiscal year. 
This was before the election and the 
screams of pain and rage that went up 
could be heard from shining sea to 


shining 
sea 
Mind you. 
these are 
deferrals and they can be revoked by 
action by either house of Congress 


But it is a serious challenge to those 
whom the President denounced in the 
campaign as the big spenders. If they 
will not stand still for this modest 
cheese-paring, 
the

agreement between the new top-heavy 
D em o cratic 
C ongress 
and 
the 
Republican President is slight 


In his claim to bite the bullet, Ford 
might better have canceled outright 20 
boondoggles approved by Congress. 


The cost in the current fiscal year is 
$166 million. But as Elvis J. Stahr. 
president of 
the National Audubon 
Society, 
a

conservation, 
pointed out. this is only a down payment. 
The estimated cost of completing these 
projects is more than $4.9 billion and, if 
inflation continues at a rate of 10 per 
cent, it may in five years be $7 billion. 
Several of the Ford deferrals are on 
the list of 20 submitted to the President 
by the Audubon Society as candidates 
for economy, among them the Central

I am all for the beautification of 
Lompoc. The work done in the interest 
of 
city 
beautification 
has 
had 
a 
wonderful effect on the downtown 
streets. This form of beautification is 
needed in all the commercial areas of 
Lompoc 
However, in your editorial, the words 
“ conformity” and “ uniformity” are 
used. I do not feel that the appearance of 
West 
Hickory 
Avenue 
must 
be 
“ uniform” to be well landscaped and 
attractive. To the contrary, considering 
the conformity of the houses as built, the 
individual 
lan d scap in g 
of 
the 
home owner is a necessity if we are to 
eliminate the “carbon copy” effect on 
our street. 
Of the 33 residents contacted, 18 do 
not want the trees in their front yard and 
13 do. Those that do not want the teee 
feel, for the most part, that the tree 
conflicts with the landscaping of their 
yards. Many have spent several hundred 
dollars to landscape the area, including 
the city area. Lawn sprinkler systems 
run to the city land to water it with the 
rest of the yard. These people, myself 
included, do not feel that the city 
government has the moral and ethical 
right to force us to landscape around a 
tree if we do not wish to. 


I am not against trees. I plan to have 
at least one in my yard as part of my 
landscaping 
However, the tree, or 
trees, will be an integral part of the 
landscaping — not just set by the 


sidewalk in the center of the lot. 
I am not advocating removal of trees 
all over Lompoc at the whim of the 
individual residents, especially those 
trees which are already established. But 
I do feel that if a residence has no tree 
when it is purchased, the owner should 
have the right to refuse a tree. 
The city cannot take adequate care of 
its present number of trees. I feel that 
planting 
more 
trees 
without 
the 
manpower or equipment to care for 
them 
borders 
on 
the 
ridiculous 
Unkempt, untrimmed, and drooping 
trees do not increase the value of the 
land or improve the appearance of the 
neighborhoods. 
I 
personally 
feel 
that 
as 
each 
individual 
is 
different 
from 
his 
neighbors, his home should reflect his 
individuality. If he wishes a city tree in 
the center of his property, fine If he 
wishes to spend his time and money 
beautifying his home to his individual 
taste, this is also fine

city government should detract from my 
pride by dictating my landscaping. I am 
an individual. I want to be able to show 
my own taste and creativity. I hope the 
city of Lompoc will allow me to do it my 
way.

As Stahr pointed out in a letter to the 
President, too many irrigation projects 
destroy arable land, waste water and. 
like too many flood-control projects, 
artificially stim ulate development in the 
wrong places bringing new pressure for 
more spending for more flood control. 
He cited examples of spending that is 
not only a w aste of money but is 
demonstrably harmful both ecologically 
and to farming interests. 
Ironically one of the deferred projects 
was reported to be in the district of a 
hard-pressed Republican, Rep.

Mathias, the Olympic decathlon 
champion, running for a fifth term The 
news reports were in error, since the 
San Luis Canal Central Valley Water 
Project is in the adjoining district of 
Rep. B.F. Sisk, a Democrat. Sisk was 
re-elected with a comfortable majority 
while Mathias was defeated. 
Calling for sacrifice and economy, as 
he did in his Kansas City speech, the 
President is 
beginning 
to get the 
brickbats from industries hurting in the 
recession. 
Lynn A. Townsend, chairman of the 
Chrysler Corporation, said at a press 
conference that since the President 
called for saving and belt tightening the 
sales of autos, the principal item in most 
household budgets, had dropped sharply. 
Chrysler lost $8 million in the third 
quarter. 
“ He urged people not to buy,” said 
Townsend, “and they’re not buying.” 
This conveniently ignores the fact that 
the motor manufacturers raised car 
prices from 12 to 18 per cent with^ 
carrying charges proportionately in-" 
creased. In the face of the swift upward 
rise in the price 
of food, clothing, 
all the basic item s in a family budget, 
that increase was certainly a brake on 
potential car buyers. 
Part of the initiation of a President 
newly in office is to learn that he must 
accept 
the 
blame 
for 
everything, 
including 
the 
weather. 
This 
is 
particularly rough for Ford, since a 
thousand and one troubles in a time of 
perennial crisis end up in the oval office. 
If it is a test for the President it is also 
a test for the Congress. And that first 
small step, halting the flow of federal 
spending to certain of the Goose Creeks 
of America, should be a signal for 
cooperation.
